Residents, PA Clash 
Over Parking, Traffic

Neighborhood residents and Phil- 
lips Academy officials ran into con- 
flict over parking and traffic issues 
at a planning board hearing on the 
school’s plans to renovate the old 
Abbot Academy campus. 

After listening to 90 minutes of 
sometimes heated dialogue, the 
board delayed deciding on the site 
plan proposal to its Feb. 14 meeting. 

Although residents touched on 
several issues, most criticism of the 
PA plan to convert the former girl’s 
school into apartments and limited 
commercial/office use centered on a 
27-space parking lot on Abbot Street. 

Because of its close proximity to 
the Draper Hall apartment conver- 
sion, PA wants to convert existing 
tennis courts on Abbot Street into a 
parking lot for future Draper resi- 
dents. 

Ron Hill, 15 Abbot St., who lives 
directly across from the proposed 
lot, called the concept “a blight. I 
can’t imagine anything more in- 
trusive,” said Hill. 

Hill joined with other residents in 
asking for relocation of the parking 
lot. PA officials were questioned 
why open space slightly northeast of 
Draper Hall couldn't be used. 

Nicholas Reed, a site architect 
consultant for PA, told residents 
that future apartment dwellers will 
want to park near their homes.

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New Teacher Brings Taste Of West Afr 


Pike School’s flagpole has a new addition. Just 
beneath the Stars and Stripes flies a bright red, 
yellow and green flag sporting a single green 
star. 

It’s there to honor an exchange teacher from 
Senegal, West Africa, who is spending the year 
teaching at Pike. 

“Yellow is the color of the dry season,” says 
Malick Diankha, pointing to the flag’s central 
vertical stripe. “‘Green is the color of the rainy 
season when it rains and everything is green. 
Peasants are working in the farms. It turns them 
back to life, to greenness, which means to them 

Just as the climate of his country is marked by 
contrasts, so is its culture. It was about the same 
time European interest was piqued by Senegal 
that Islam began to take a foothold, Diankha 
explained, “‘It is really original,” he said. “It is a 
combination of Western culture, Islam culture 
and African culture.”’ 

Senegal was a French colony from 1895 to 1960. 
Today, French is the country’s official language; 
most of the people speak Wolof, an African 
language; and 80 percent are Muslim. Diankha is 
going to talk about how Senegal assimilated such 
distinct traditions in a lecture Feb. 1 at 7:30 p.m. 
at Pike. His lecture is free and open to the public. 

Although the United States is traditionally 
known as a “melting pot,’’ Diankha says his 
American audience will find more differences 
than similarities between his country and theirs. 
“In Senegal, there was already a culture there. 
When the immigrants came to the States, they 
found the Indian culture. And I don’t think the 
basis of American culture is the Indian culture. 
American culture is developing from within.” 

Diankha was teaching secondary school 
English in Ziaguinchor, in the southern part of 
Senegal, when he read a newspaper article about 
the Fulbright exchange program. He filled out an 
application, and five months later was on a plane 
bound for New York. 

“My first impression was ‘This country is 
completely different,’” he said. ‘You know 
you're getting in a developed country. It’s what 
you can see and what you do and what you can 

eel. 

“T was impressed by the towns, how 
sophisticated the way of life is. Everything is 
fast—even the food.” 

Diankha got his first real taste of American 
culture in Washington, D.C., where he spent a 
week in an orientation program. The exact 
planning of schedules and meals was new to him; 
so was the pace. “I was always late,” he 
remembered. “I would meet people, and they 
would say, ‘Hi. How are you?” And that’s it. In 
my culture, when we meet someone, we greet 
them. And greetings in Senegal can last a very,

very long time.” 

Diankha says he’s gotten used to his Pike day, 
which goes from 8:30 a.m. to 3:15 p.m. He 
teaches four French classes to seventh-, eighth- 
and ninth-graders. The Senegalese school day is 
ordered quite differently, though. Students attend 
classes from 8 a.m. to noon, go home for lunch, 
return to school at 3 p.m. and don’t leave until 6. 

Classes in Senegal are much bigger than the 
ones he has at Pike. Diankha says the number of 
his Pike students combined is about equal to the 
number of kids in one of his classes back home. 

The Senegalese students, therefore, learn to be 
quiet. But the smaller Pike classes ‘‘make it 
easier to make contact with students. You can 
know them. It’s very relaxed.” 

A student in the Pike cafeteria taps Diankha 
on the shoulder and admires his long white robe, 
which he’s put on for the benefit of the camera. 
Many people wear the traditional African robes 


‘on Friday, which is the Muslim prayer day, said 


Diankha, who is Muslim. On ordinary days, you’ll 
find people in European dress or American jeans 
more often than not, he said. 

He is a soft-spoken man. You can barely hear 
him over the din of the Pike cafeteria, where 
spaghetti and meatballs is on the day’s menu. 
Between mouthfuls, Diankha says his orientation 
week in Washington adjusted him to American 
food. In Senegal, he’s used to much more rice, 
but he did find a bit of home in Boston in the form 
of cous-cous, a patty made of millet or corn. 

In the evening, in the School Street apartment 
Diankha shares with two roommates, Diankha 
says he usually makes rice for supper. 

Andover is a pleasant home-away-from-home, 
Diankha said. “It’s a pretty town. People are 
very nice.” 

He’s also been to Boston about a dozen times, 
seeing the sights or visiting Senegalese friends 
who are either studying or working there. In 
April, Fulbright language teachers will gather in 
San Francisco where Diankha will meet up again 
with a Senegalese colleague, also here for an 
exchange. 

This is the first time Pike has hosted a 
Fulbright teacher, said faculty member Tony 
Dyer. The program makes an even trade. At 
Pike, French teacher Patricia Smith wanted to 
spend some time in a French-speaking country. 
She was accepted to the program and is in 
Senegal this year, teaching English at Diankha’s 
school. Diankha, on his side of the Atlantic, was 
interested in visiting the United States and has 
taken Smith’s place at Pike. 

The pair got a chance to meet and share 
advice during the orientation session in 
Washington. 

The exchange has been a good one for Pike, 
according to Dyer, who described Diankha as ‘“‘a 
wonderful representative of his own country.”’ 

“It is an eye-opener for both students and 
faculty to have someone from another country 
with us,” Dyer added. “It’s little things, like his 
native dress. We may have seen them in pictures 
or in films, but not on a colleague.” 

Diankha’s French classes aren’t the only 
students who directly benefit from having a 
teacher from another culture. Diankha has been 
meeting with a group of fourth-graders for three 
pertods a week for a pilot program about 

enegal. The kids made the Senegalese flag that 
flies in front of their school, and they correspond 
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Fulbright exchange teacher Malick Diankha of Se- 

negal in his native dress. Diankha will talk about 

Seneaniese culture Feb. 1 in the Pike School cafete- 
a. 


with students from Diankha’s home school. 

‘They’re studying the food, customs, clothing 
of Senegal,” Dyer explained. “It’s opened a 
cultural awareness which students wouldn’t have 
had otherwise.” 

Being able to place Senegal on a world map is 
a new skill for some of the students, Diankha said 
he was surprised by people’s shaky geography 
knowledge. “I thought everyone in the eo 
knew the rest of the world.” 

Part of the reason for that, Diankha theorized, 
is because the U.S. itself is so big. “‘If you want 
change, you have it right here. If you want to goa 
warm place, it’s in your own country.” 

Students may know very little about Africa 
because its culture isn’t exactly emphasized in 
their curriculum, And American and European 
textbooks are misleading about Africa, Diankha 
said. ‘‘They make it seem like everyone lives in 
the bush.’’ 

That could be why black Americans are 
sometimes disappointed when they visit Africa, 
he said. “They go with American eyes, American 
feelings,” he said. ‘Those who are here (have) 
heard a lot of bad things about Africa.”’ 

But Africa can be an important link for black 
Americans today, the teacher said. ‘‘Black 
people in this country are still in quest for 
identity. The first step you can do to get an 
identity is to find your origins. Before you can 
RoW who you are, you must know where you are 
rom.”

Andover Community Service Educa- 
tion System is an organization composed 
of Andover High School students com- 
mitted to bringing their time and energies 
to helping people of all ages throughout 
the Greater Lawrence area.

Robert King, head of ACSES 


ACSES is composed of more than 50 
students who take the time to help people 
through a variety of activities. Robert 
King of the high school’s science depart- 
ment is in charge of the program. He is 
responsible for interviewing volunteers, 
matching them with activities that reflect 
their strengths and interests and oversee- 
ing their transportation to and from their 
activities. 

‘Currently the students are involved in 
such activities as assisting the hand- 
icapped in therapeutic swim sessions at 
the YMCA, tutoring young students at the 
Lawrence Boys’ Club, functioning as Big 
Brothers or Big Sisters, assisting at the 
Andover Senior Center and serving meals 
at Bread and Roses, a food distribution 
center for those in need in Lawrence,”’ 
King said. 

“Additionally, there are students who 
do volunteer work at Lawrence General 
Hospital and others who volunteer to as- 
sist the special needs students within the 
high school itself.’’ 

King said the success of the ACSES 
program is also indebted to the volunteer 
efforts of a number of parents and teach- 
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ers who transport the students to their 
assigned activities. 

At the last student awards assembly at 
Andover High School, Caryn Mercandetti, 
an ACSES volunteer, received an award 
in recognition for her participation in the 
program. She has been assisting at the 
Andover Senior Center. 

“Not all the problems of society can be 
solved with money,’’ Mercanditti said. 
‘Sometimes you can make a world of dif- 
ference by just spending a litle of your 
own time with others.’’ 

‘Mach activity is different,’ said Ka- 
ren Walsh, another ACSES high school 
volunteer. ‘‘Some are a lot more fun to do 
than others, but each of the activities 
brings its own kind of reward, too.”’ 

Other students said their particiption 
in ACSES has expanded their view of the 
society around them in a way that no 
book or classroom situation could match. 
The difficulties confronted by one-parent 
families, the complexities of welfare pro- 
grams that can inadvertently cause fur- 
ther problems, the resilience of young 
children in coping with all kinds of disabi- 
lities, the optimism and vitality of many 
senior citizens are but a part of the learn- 
ing experiences students have com- 
mented on. 

ACSES involves more than on-site vol- 
unteering, though. ‘‘The students in- 
volved in ACSES are volunteers in a 
highly structured program that requires 
screening, some tutoring, monitoring and 
evaluation procedures,’’ King said. ‘‘Be- 
yond the time committed to their selected 
activities, all volunteers have to attend 
additional after-school meetings in order 
to share their experiences with other 
ACSES volunteers.”’ 

Assistant Princpal Timothy Thomas 
said the program has been a valuable ad- 
dition to the high school. It ‘thas provided 
our students an opportunity to expand 
their views of the world by helping them 
to see life from a different perspective,”’ 
he said. ‘‘At the same time, the students 
are fulfilling local needs and initiating, 
hopefuly, what will become a lifelong 
commitment to community service.’

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Industrial Arts Students 
Enter Computer Era

An engineer /g 
working at Nike 
takes mouse and 
digitizer in hand 
and designs a new tread for the sole of a 
sneaker on her color computer system. 
She uses designs from previous models 
but makes modifications based on the lat- 
est information of tread design. Once the 
new design is complete, she rotates it on 
the screen to study it from all different 
angles. ; 

Satisfied, she then loads a software 
program that will simulate the wear and 
tear this new sneaker will take if run over 
1,000 miles of asphalt. The engineer can 
then make decisions about the effective- 
ness of the design. The sneaker may or 
may not make it off the computer screen. 
If it does, computers will then help man- 
ufacture the new product so it can be 
made without flaws. This is not a scene 
from the future, but a typical occurrence 
in today’s engineering world. 

The term CAD/CAM stands for com- 
puter-aided design and computer-aided 
manufacturing. Computers are being 
used as tools to help engineers develop, 
modify and produce almost every product 
that is manufactured. The T square and 
ruler still exist but more and more they 
are being put aside for the mouse, digitiz- 
er and plotter in order to create designs 
on a computer screen. Just as computers 
have revolutionized the art of writing, 
they have also made significant changes

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in the manufacturing world. 

One of the school system’s computer 
education goals was to introduce CAD- 
/CAM into the industrial arts curriculum. 
If industry was moving in that direction, 
it was important that the schools keep 
pace with technology. Fred Baker, indus- 
trial arts teacher, spent many hours last 
year researching this field in order to 
make correct decisions concerning the 
equipment to purchase. He visited many 
school systems in Massachusetts and at- 
tended several regional workshops in or- 
der to gather information about 
CAD/CAM. 

Baker believed the schools should pur- 
chase the Autocad software program for 
the high school students. This program 
could provide all the power needed to 
train students how to use the computer as 
a design tool. The school system pur-

Students in Baker’s classes are now beginning to use the com- 
puters to design their work. This year two classes are able to use 
the computer systems. Several of his students wish to become 
engineers and are excited about learning these techniques in 
high school. His class enrollment includes more boys than girls, 
but more and more women are entering the engineering fields. 
Baker has modified his own schedule so students can come dur- 
ing lunch or study periods to practice their skills on the comput- 
er. Baker believes that once word spreads about the capabilities 
of the machines, more students will enroll in the design classes. 

Designing machine parts, tires, sneaker treads, automobiles 
and many other manufactured goods on the computer is a sign of 
modern technology. If students are to be competitive in a world- 
wide market, they must be given the necessary skills. The high 
school’s CAD/CAM program is one way of providing students 
with information that will help them succeed in the next century.

18th and 19th centuries, Still on Goree is a fortress where West 
Africans were housed until they were sent abroad on ships as 
slaves. ‘‘Senegal might be one of the last places slavery ended 
because of Goree,” Diankha said. Although the slave trade was 
officially ended in 1807, it continued illegally. 

Today the Goree fortress is a museum, and a group of Phillips 
Academy students are helping fund renovations of the island’s 
only elementary school, once used as a house for slaves. 

Since the withdrawal of Europe, Senegal has been fairly stable 
and survived an attempted coup in the early ’60s. The former 
colony is now a republic headed by Prime Minister Abdou Diouf. 

Diankha said he found the American presidential elections 
interesting. He pointed out that U.S. freedom of speech is broad 
compared to Senegal’s. ‘‘People are free to say what they think 
here,” he said. “There are limitations in developing countries. 
We (Senegal) have many political parties, but you may not be 
allowed to say everything you think.” 

The Pike bell clangs, and Diankha has to meet with the 
students in his pilot program. Their project, he says, is to tell 
him all about their culture. “I like the school. When I first came 
here, the first thing that impressed me is that teachers 
everywhere in the world are from one family.”

An additional 27 spaces for the pro- 
posed 52-unit building are immediately 
adjacent to Draper Hall. Another 27 
spaces will be reserved at the closest end 
of a 216-vehicle lot located south of Drap- 
er. 

Originally, 50 spaces were planned for 
the Abbot Street lot, a figure PA reduced 
after meeting with the neighborhood. 

Still, residents made it clear the num- 
ber they find acceptable is zero. 

Relocating the proposed Abbot Street 
lot “‘would be no big sacrifice for Phillips 
Academy,’ one resident said. 

Wayne Grant, 47 School St., told the 
Planning Board the neighborhood around 
the school ‘‘is a very fragile area. Part of 
the charm of the area is gradually being 
destroyed. The whole area is seriously 
threatened by development. It’s impor- 
a we consider the damages very care- 

y.” 

Neil Cullen, chief financial officer for 
Phillips, asked the board to consider the 
whole plan and not focus on the parking 
and traffic criticism. 

“The main message is we have looked 
very carefully at the total picture and this 
(plan) is the best solution. We are not 
saying this is a perfect solution, but it is 
the best use for the site,’”’ said Cullen. 

Near the end of discussion, Phillips at- 
torney Gerald Cohen called for more 
‘“neighborliness,”’ adding that residents 
were unwilling to compromise. 

George Hall, a lawyer representing 
some residents, responded by saying the 
burden to make the plan ‘‘harmonious 
with the neighborhood” rested with the 
school, not the neighbors. 

Among other concerns expressed at the 
meeting was apprehension over conges- 
tion on School Street near McKeen Hall, 
the future home of the Andover Commu- 
nity Child Care Center, currently operat- 
ing out of Draper Hall. 

Claiming the street was already overly 
congested during peak traffic hours, resi- 
dents feared extra traffic stemming from

the 120-child capacity ot the center pius 
on-street parking by employees of the Ab- 
bot Hall offices would create a nightmare 
on School Street. 

‘“‘The congestion there is going to be in- 
credible,” said Myles Borland, 50 School 
St. 

However, PA officials disputed the traf- 
fic levels claimed by the neighbors. Rob- 
ert Belknap, a traffic engineer hired by 
the school, said his recently completed 
study showed the renovation project 
would only add about 5 percent more traf- 
fic to Abbot and School streets. 

Several residents spoke to question his 
figures and methodology. 

PA officials opened the site plan review 
with a project presentation that focused 
on landscaping and utilities. 

Because the project involves renova- 
tion rather than construction, landscap- 
ing will be comparatively simple, said 
Reed. The main challenge involved traf- 
fic circulation and lighting, he told the 
board. 

The PA plan will route most traffic 
from Phillips Street into a one-way pat- 
tern east of Abbot Academy, exiting on 
School Street. 

Reed, who called the present lighting 
inadequate, said the renovation effort will 
vary types of lighting standards with pe- 
destrian walkways, parking lots and 
roadways. 

Jim McDowell, a consultant hired to ex- 
amine utility connections, said the school 
is leaning toward working with the town 
to replace the entire water main along 
Abbot Street. 

PA officials will appear before the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals Feb. 2 to apply for a 
special permit to allow the conversion of 
Draper Hall into multi-family dwellings.

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School administrators have tested 
Andover’s tests. 

The School Committee reviewed a 
report on Andover’s testing program 
prepared for them by Superinten- 
dent Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert and Lois 
Haslam, assistant superintendent 
for curriculum, at its Tuesday night 
meeting. 

The report summarizes the status 
of the testing program compared na- 
tionally to similar communities. 

It focuses on three types of testing 
in the schools at grade levels three 
and five in 1987 and 1988: external 
assessment tests, testing services 
such as the Massachusetts Educatio- 
nal Assessment Program and inter- 
nal program testing. 

Compared nationally, Andover is 
ranked in the 90th percentile and 
above in the majority of testing cat- 
egories, including vocabulary, math 
computation, reading and basic 
math skills. 

“We could very easily say we’re 
doing a terrific job based on these 
results,” said Seifert. ‘‘It’s our feel- 
ing, ‘No, we should be measuring 
other things too—ones that we are 
not presently measuring.” 

Of all the results, the committee 
was most concerned with the drop in

the writing scores between the two 
grade levels. 

“Of all the different areas we’ve 
talked about on the standardized 
tests,’ said committee Chairman 
Donald Robb, ‘“‘writing is perhaps 
coming under the greatest amount 
of fire, because what you’re testing 
is not related to what you say you’re 
testing.” 

Seifert said that in the past five 
years more emphasis has been 
placed on writing in the schools. 
Achievement tests in the future 
should begin to measure what’s 
going on in the schools, he said. 

Seifert and Haslam speculate that 
the new tests should reflect student’s 
original compositions and thought 
organization as well as the mechan- 
ics of writing. 

‘“‘The School Committee research 
on the testing corroborates that 
we’re doing fine in terms of what na- 
tional norms are against our own 
groups,” Haslam said. 

Though they are pleased with the 
result of the testing report, both 
Haslam and Seifert agree that other 
skill areas, not measured by the 
standardized tests, need to be eval- 
uated. 

Critical thinking skills and prob-

lem-solving skills were discussed. 
The administrators said these skills 
would help ensure that students are 
being taught what they need to know 
to succeed in the 1990s and beyond. 

“We’re talking about 21st-century 
students,”’ said Haslam. 

In the age of the shrinking globe 
and global interdependency, these 
students will need skills in technolo- 
gy and problem-solving to a far 
greater degree, she added. 

In the summary of the report Has- 
lam and Seifert recommended that a 
test review board be established. 
The group would consist of teacher 
representatives, advisers and de- 
partment chairs, where appropriate, 
who would interpret future test re- 
sults and make recommendations at 
both the classroom and school lev- 
els.

Budget Up 


Few New Programs, 
2 New Town Employees

As expected, the proposed town 
budget released Friday by Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony reflected 
a modest 5.4 percent increase. 

After seeing the budget jump 14 
percent last year, town officials 
planned conservatively, offering few 
new programs and increasing town 
staff by just one full-time and two 
part-time positions. 

Overall, the budget, covering the 
fiscal year from July 1, 1989, to June 
30, 1990, would increase $3.2 million 
to $53,791,114, if approved at town 
meeting in April. 

Beginning today, the Finance 
Committee will start the long, ardu- 
ous process of studying the proposed 
budget when members meet with Fi- 
nance Director Tony Torrisi, who 
will brief them on the document. 

FinCom Chairman Joanne Mar- 
den said that although a quick read- 
ing showed nothing controversial, it 
would take at least ‘‘a couple of 
weeks’’ before she could arrive at 
some final conclusions about the 
proposed budget. 

“What do you think?” Torrisi 
asked during an interview Monday. 
“Its kind of boring isn’t it?” 

Compared to last year, when the 
finance director caught some flak 
over the 14 percent hike, Torrisi said 
he was under considerably less pres- 
sure because Andover land assess- 
ment, from which property tax 
income is figured, wasn’t final until 
after the required date for the town 
manager’s budget to be submitted. 

“This year’s budget is much sim- 
pler,” said Torrisi, because few new 
items have been added after a wave 
of first-time additions to the budget 
last year. 

Increases in existing program 
funding was held to a minimum as 
well. 

“We were definitely converva- 
tive. We did want to make sure none 
of the current programs were elimi- 
nated, and, in a very few areas, 
make some movement” toward 
modest expansion, said Torrisi. 

The amount of funding for elderly 
affairs was increased from $129,802 
to a proposed $152,404. Two new 
part-time positions, a clerk/typist 
and outreach coordinator, would be 
opened up in the department. 

Additional money for fire depart- 
ment emergency medical training 
was added, with the department’s 
schooling budget rising from $6,200 
to $50,000. 

The town also added a full-time,

Why More Increases 


Selectmen this week approved recommenda- 
tions to continue the tax classification program, 
as well as an increase in property taxes for the 
coming year. 

The classification plan, while not commanding 
the controversy it did a year ago, still remains a 
rather poor approach to distributing the cost of 
operating the town of Andover. 

But the continued increase in municipal taxes 
seems unjustified. 

Now, it certainly is easy to be critical of in- 
creased municipal assessments passed on to the 
town’s taxpayers. Towns say they are not getting 
the reimbursement anticipated from the state 
and the state says it is not receiving federal re- 
imbursements, thus, the money has to come from 
somewhere. 

But, in the case of Andover, it seems that taxes 
are increased on an annual basis just as a matter 
of course. 

The overall budget as presented to selectmen 
and finance committee members this week by 
the town manager, reflects only a modest in- 
crease in municipal expenses. 

Yet, residential taxpayers can anticipate a nine 
per cent increase in this annual costs while indus- 
trial and commercial taxpayers will have about a 
12 per cent increase. 

These increases are on top of all the user fees, 
permit costs, etc., which the town imposes on 
various municipal services. 


Frankly, it would appear that with some effec- 
tive municipal management, one of these years 
the taxpayers of Andover could be treated to an 
announcement that there would be no increase in 
the tax rate. That the rate would ever go down is 
something we can only dream about. 

Pretty generally the town goes into the annual 
town meeting with a healthy free cash account 
which is built up over the course of the year. It is 
highly recommended that these funds be allowed 
to rest in the taxpayers’ pockets over the course 
of the fiscal year rather than being built up for 
reserves, or to make municipal officials look 
good by applying them toward minimizing the 
tax rate increase. 

As for the classification issue, it would seem 
advisable to examine the proposal further during 
the course of the current year before making a 
decision in 1990. 

While it may be easy to find that industrial and 
commercial property owners would find it easier 
to pay more than residential taxpayers, the sys- 
tem is unequal. The non-residents are paying 
more for less services. As a matter of fact, indus- 
trial and commercial taxpayers pay more since 
such things as water and sewer rates are based 
on usage in an effort to make those departments 

self-sustaining. 

It would seem a little more equitable if the 
town would look at the matter a little more close- 
ly before making their decision a year from now.

It was interesting 
driving home from Boston 
over the weekend to notice 
a large billboard in the 
Medford area which 
proclaimed Route 93 as a 
safe, convenient highway. 

Underneath was the fact that cigarettes 
are $1.25 a pack on average, liquor stores 
at the Mass. border with prices well 
below Bay State levels and no sales taxes. 

Now, we must presume that the 
billboard was installed before the various 
solutions were being proposed by 
Governor Dukakis to offset the deficit 
amassed while he was running for 
President and wouldn’t relinquish 
authority to allow someone at the state 
level to keep an eye on finances. 

Proposed are increased assessments on 
cigarettes, liquor, gasoline and even a 
restructuring of the sales tax to get as 
much as possible into the eligibility for 
garnering some tax revenue. 

One can imagine that Saturdays in the 
future on New Hampshire roads will be 
somewhat similar to that of downtown 
Andover on the same day as 
Massachusetts’ residents flock to the 
Granite State for booze, butts and filling 
the tank of the old chariot, which will be 
less expensive in the long run than 
attempting to get a tankful of lead-free in 
Massachusetts. Such a move is 
particularly beneficial for those who have 
vans or trucks which need about 40 
gallons a fillup. 

This, of course, is not the first time that 
Massachusetts has lent a helping hand to 
our neighbors to the north through the 
benefits gained from Route 93 
construction. 

When first opened several years ago

proposal will affect the SHED program in 
the future. 

Robb said he would like to see photos of 
the proposed portable classrooms and 
site plans that would show where the 
structures would be placed. 

These classrooms would change the ap- 
pearance of the Shawsheen building, an 
issue of concern to abutters of the prop- 
erty. 

Another question committee members 
have is how the funding of the classrooms 
will affect the overall cost of the SHED 
program? 

In the past SHED has occupied the 
space at Shawsheen rent free. Under pro- 
visions in the proposed warrant, money 
would be appropriated from the town bud- 
get and paid back by SHED over a yet 
undetermined period of time. 

Committee member Susan T. Poore 
wanted to know how large a time commit- 
ment the committee is being asked to 
make to the proposal. 

One option being considered would di- 
vide and relocate the elementary half-day 
SHED program to more than one school 
site.

Town Offers Radon. te entire istana 


Testing Kits 


The Andover Health Department 
will be offering home radon testing 
for interested citizens. This service 
is being offered at approximately 
half its usual cost to help concerned 
homeowners determine if radon is a 
problem in their home. 

“Radon is a radioactive gas which 
occurs in nature. You cannot see it, 
smell it or taste it,” says Everett F. 
Penney, Jr, Andover director of pub- 
lic health. 

In outdoor air, radon is diluted to 
such low concentrations that it’s 
usually nothing to worry about, Pen- 
ney said. However, once inside an 
enclosed space, such as a home, ra- 
don can accumulate. 

“Indoor levels depend on a build- 
ing’s construction and the concen- 
tration of radon in the underlying 
soil,’’ Penney said. 

Radon gas and the study of its 
long-term health risks have been 
topics of concern recently. In re- 
sponse, the health department is of- 
fering radon testing kits at a 
reduced cost. 

Kits are available at the health de- 
partment in the town offices on Bart- 
let Street. The results of the test will 
be returned to the homeowner along 
with recommendations for further 
action if necessary. 

The test results will be supplied to 
the health department without 
names and addresses to ensure con- 
fidentiality. 

“This is a unique opportunity to 
have your home tested at a low cost. 
We encourage you to take advantage 
of this opportunity,” says Penney.

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Selectmen Opt For Higher 
Tax Rate For Businesses

Andover homeowner tax bills will 
be held to a 9 percent increase as the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night 
chose to continue assessing local 
business at a higher rate. 

For the fifth consecutive year, 
commercial and industrial land 
holders will see a 15 percent shift in 
tax assessments, leaving businesses 
paying $12.40 per $1,000 of assessed 
value compared to $9.98 per $1,000 
for residential property. 

The 5-0 vote by selectmen means 
the median Andover home, valued at 
$240,000, will be charged $2,395 in 
1989—about $199 more than the 1988 
tax bill. 


In contrast to last year, when 
Andover Chamber of Commerce 
representatives vehemently opposed 
the tax shift at a selectmen’s meet- 
ing, nobody spoke on behalf of the 
business community Monday night. 

A chamber representative said 
the town clerk’s office indicated the 
chamber would be notified when the 
tax proposal was scheduled, but 
failed to do so. The chamber didn’t 
receive the selectmen’s agenda in 
the mail, Ron Mills, chamber man- 
ager of governmental affairs, said 
Tuesday.

board was a single rate for all prop- 
erty that would have meant a 17.9 
percent hike to homeowners—a $394 
increase for the average residence. 

Selectman Gail Ralston felt ‘‘this 
isn’t the year to go back” to equal 
taxation because a single rate 
“would have a greater negative im- 
pact on residents” than business, 
she said. 

“To date not one (business prop- 
erty owner) has felt strongly enough 
to contact me to present evidence 
regarding negative impact on his 
business,” said Ralston.

Planners Delay Decision On 
Planned Child Care Center Site 


Poised to reject the Bright Hori- 
zons child care center site plan be- 
cause of its close proximity to York 
Street homes, the Planning Board 
delayed its decision to allow recon- 
sideration of the building location. 

As planned, the center, which 
would serve parents working in the 
proposed City North industrial com- 
plex, is about 6 feet from the nearest 
North Street residence, in violation 
of a zoning bylaw that requires 300 
feet separating commercial build- 
ings from residential dwellings. 

Although they supported the con- 
cept of a child care center, board 
members were reluctant to approve 
the site plan because of the zoning 
conflict. Gerald Cohen, an attorney 
representing owner Martin Spagat, 
will also appear before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals to appeal for a va- 
riance from the bylaw. 

But to win a variance, hardship 
must be proved, said town Physical 
Planner Steve Colyer, and although 
“T can see all the benefits, I can’t 
see the hardship here,”’ he said. 

“Staff totally supports the con- 
cept of a day care center, but I’m 
not sure this is the right place,” said 
Colyer. 

Erin Roach, a Bright Horizons 
employee, had earlier addressed

residents’ complaints that the 100- 
child center would be a noisy nui- 
sance. 

The oldest group of children, pre- 
schoolers, will be outside in shifts, 
gathered in groups of 20 to 30 with 
toddlers playing in sets of nine chil- 
dren, said Roach. At no period will 
all 100 children be in the playground 
at the same time, she emphasized. 

Several residents, including Bob 
Wescott, 52 York St., whose home is 
closest to the proposed center, urged 
the board to reject the site plan. 

_ Wescott pushed “‘the overall prac- 
ticality” of having the center, cur- 
rently planned for the rear of the 
industrial center, closer to the main 
complex, particularly during bad 
weather days. 

But putting the center close to 
buildings where traffic, including 
large truck activity, is intensive, 
would be dangerous, said Cohen, 
who added that many sites on the 
property had been investigated. 

However, as board members indi- 
cated they supported a staff recom- 
mendation to turn down the site 
plan, Cohen asked the board for: a 
continuance to Feb. 28 to consider 
relboating the day care building lo- 
cation.
